the Methodist Episcopal church, 
under whose auspices it is now con- 
ducted, under the presidency of Dr.

Senator Willis and Senator-elect 
Fess have both at times had places 
on the teaching staff, Willis resign- 
ing In 1915 to accept the governor- 
ship of Ohio. Dr. Fess left earlier, 
going first to Chicago and later to 
the presidency of Antioch.

A WORLD CONFERENCE 


There has been introduced into the Senate of the 


State a resolution, requesting the President of tho 
United States to call a conference of the world powers 
to consider economic problems, reparations, debts and 
further disarmament on land and sea. We believe that 
there is only one possible power which can prevent the 
nations of the world from being plunged into another 
international strife, and that is the power which may 
be exercised by America, the only great government 
which combines within itself the economic advantage, 
the wealth, and at least the supposedly lofty purposes, 
and moral force which would ensure such elements of 
leadership and direction as would make for the adjust- 
ment of the world's differences. 
. We believe that this condition is becoming clear to 


every man who does not have the dollar so close to his 
optic nerve that he can not see anything, else. The man- 
date from the voters in the election three years ago this 
coming November, for America not to go in with the 
other nations on the basis of the League Covenant did 
not carry with it, in our judgement, the idea that Ameri- 
ca should not assume her responsibility financially, intel 
leetually, and morally for bringing order out of disor- 
der, and restoring the equilibrium of the world. 


We were opposed to the covenant of the League be- 


cause we believed it to be undemocratic. We did not 
believe that any five nations of the world should impose 
their ideas upon the rest, regardless of which nations 
they happened to be. We could not see. the reasoning 
that would justify Belgium's elimination from the coun- 
cil because she was weak and would place Italy in, 
among the five that should be the permanent bosses of 
the council, simply because she was relatively strong. 
We believe that there were literally millions of votes 
cast in 1920 with this idea in mind, and with the idea of 
other specific objections to the League Covenant, and 
We further believe these same millions if they had dream 
ed that any man or men in national authority were go- 
ing to accept their votes -as a mandate to, Pilate like, 
|wash America's hands of responsibility and permit 
peace, and tranquility, and order, to be led out on the 
hills, and crucified by greed and hatred and war, when 
she might prevent it, they would have voted in prefer- 
ence for the League Covenant with all of its injustices. 


This resolution was introduced upon the opposite 


hypothesis. It was introduced with the idea that the 
game obligations which rest upon an individual in so- 
ciety, to prevent quarreling, stealing, rape and mur- 
der among his neighbors, rests upon this nation to exer- 
cise its power to prevent the same things among the na- 
tions of the world. We know of no reason why the same 
rules of moral conduct should not apply to groups of 
individuals forming the state, that apply to the indi- 
-Tiduals themselves. Any man, who because of his sup- 
posed seM-sumeieney, or his own well filled cellars and 
lardars and exchequers would build a wall of isolation 
around himself and refuse to render such assistance as 
he was able while his neighbors were starving, is unwor- 
thy to be called a man. And while these same neigh- 
bors in their desperation to individually get enough to 
eat and subsist upon, were fighting and tearing each 
other to pieces over the few bones that they could find. 
when this same isolated individual might save their 
lives, restore them to peace and harmony, and afford 
them the leadership which would bring them away 
from further possibility of such conflict, would be con- 
sidered unworthy to take his place among honorable 
men, and would receive the contempt of posterity. 


America is in exactly this position. Greed and 


selfishness declare that we shall remain so. A peace 
conference was called some time ago, held in Washing- 
ton ,and much was done. But the one real diffteulty 
was not met, and was not even considered. That v. a? 
reparations and debts. The nations acquiesced won- 
derfully in the propositions coming from America. 
Japan even promising to give up Shantung which she 
has since taken steps to do. It wad complete evidence 
ortheir recognition of America's ability and motive^ 
as well as her power. 


We know of no reason why these same elements of 


leadership should not be brought to bear upon the one 
supreme question which is the basis of all the trouble 
between the nations, and that is the question of repar- 
ations and debts. Is money so sacred, or is Wall Street 
BO powerful in our country as to outweigh the suffering 
of countless women and children, the lives of millions, 
th« peace of the world and the collapse of civilization 1
